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Alabama Forestry Commission issues 
Fire Danger Advisory for all counties 


On Monday, Sept. 16, the 
Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion (AFC) issued a Fire 
Danger Advisory for all 67 
Alabama counties effective 
immediately until rainfall is 
received. 

Current drought con- 
ditions and persistent high 
temperatures have combined 
to create a high probability 
of fuel ignition and an at- 
mosphere favorable for 
wildfires. In the last 30 days, 
AFC wildland firefighters 
have battled 192 wildfires 
burning approximately 
2,221 acres of land across 
the state. This number in- 


cludes three fires that were 
over 100 acres in Bullock, 
Choctaw, and Wilcox 
counties, as well as one that 
was approximately 500 acres 
in Mobile County. 
Although the state is not 
under any type of burn re- 
striction, the Commission 
urges everyone to delay out- 
door burning until con- 
ditions improve if possible. 


- While under the fire danger 


advisory, all necessary safety 
precautions should be exer- 
cised when doing any type 
burning. As always, call the 
Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion for a burn permit. 


The mission of the Ala- 
bama Forestry Commission 
is to protect and sustain Ala- 
bama’s forest resources 
using professionally applied 
stewardship principles and 
education, ensuring that the 
state’s forests contribute to 
abundant timber and wild- 
life, clean air and water, and 
a healthy economy.

As enrollment continues to increase at New Brockton schools

In a work session held 
Thursday morning, Sept. 
12, Coffee County Schools 
Superintendent Kevin Kill- 
ingsworth presented infor- 
mation to board members 
regarding enrollment and 
the challenges the school 
system is facing at New 
Brockton. 

In 2017; New Brockton 

Elementary School had 384 
on the fifth day of school, 
and New Brockton High 
School had 375 students on 
the fifth day of school. 
Those numbers jumped in 
2018 [on the fifth day of 
school] to 547 students at 
New Brockton Elementary 
and 445 at New Brockton 
High. 
On the fifth day of school 
this school year [2019] Kill- 
ingsworth said both schools 
saw more increases. The en- 
rollment at the elementary 
school on the fifth day was 
625 student and 460 stu- 
dents at the high school. 

This enrollment report 
showed an increase from 
August 2017 to August 
2019 of 241 students at

CCBOE approves FY2020 budget

The Coffee County Board 
of Education met in a called 
meeting Thursday, Sept. 12, 
at noon, and voted to ap- 
prove the Fiscal Year 2020 
budget. 

Chief Financial Officer 
Shannon Odom presented 
the proposed budget at two 
public hearings prior to last 
Thursday’s noon meeting. 

Odom said the total pro- 
jected revenues for 2020 
from all sources would be 
$24,060,623.98. This in- 
cludes a projected state allo- 
cation of $16,825065. The 
rest of the revenues are fed- 
eral, local and other sources 
of funding. 

With a beginning balance 
of $7,131,904.93, that pro- 
vides total operating funds 
for Fiscal Year 2020 of 
$31,192,528.80. 

Odom said total expendi- 
tures for the school system 
for FY2020 are projected to 
be $23,951,272.50, which 
would leave an ending bal- 
ance on Sept. 30, 2020 of 
$7,241 256.30. 

During last Thursday’s 
meeting, board members 
voted to approve the Fiscal 
“Year 2020 budget as pre- 
sented by Odom. 

The board also approved 
a list of personnel matters 
recommended by Superin- 


tendent Kevin Killing-

Elba BOE approves Fiscal Year 2020 budget -

The Elba Board of Edu- 
cation met Thursday even- 
ing, Sept. 12, at 5:30 p.m. 
for its regular monthly 
meeting, and board 
members voted to approve 


the Fiscal Year 2020 budget. 

The board conducted two 
required budget hearing 
prior to the approval of the 
FY2020 budget. 

During the hearings, Va- 
liece McKelvy, financial of- 
ficer, said the Fiscal Year 
2020 budget would start on 
Oct. 1, 2019 with a begin- 
ning balance of 
$531,850.48. She said ex- 
pected revenues for the fis- 
cal year from all sources is 
projected to be $6,983,053 
with $4,358 468 being state 
allocated funding. 

McKelvy said the pro- 
jected expenditures for Fis- 
cal Year 2020 would be 
$6,755,324. She said that 
would leave a projected 
ending balance on Sept. 30, 
2020 of $759,579.48. 

With a motion from board 
member DeAnn Grantham 
and a second from board 
member Gladys Yelverton, 
the board voted to approve 
the Fiscal Year 2020 budget

A brief look at the Mulberry Heights School history as Elba prepares 
to unveil historical marker on the school site on October 19th 


Mulberry Heights School 
began as a Rosenwald 
School that served the 
African-American 
community in Elba, AL for 
several decades. 

According to 
Encyclopedia of Alabama, 
Rosenwald schools refer to 
a group of educational 
institutions established in 
the South for African 
Americans in the first half 
of twentieth century. The 
schools were named for 
Julius Rosenwald, 
president and later 
chairman of Sears Roebuck 
& Co. and creator of the 
philanthropic Rosenwald 
Fund, which provided 
matching funds for the 
schools. Nearly 400 
schools and houses were 
constructed in Alabama and 
nearly 5,000 new schools 
were built in 15 southern 
states between 1917 and 
1932 as part of this civic 
effort to increase 
educational opportunities 
in the largely rural and 
segregated South. 

After the Brown v. 
Board of Education ruling 
of 1954, “separate but 
equal” was the 
commitment of the state of 
Alabama, as well as much 
of the South. 
African-American schools 
built between 1954 and 
1969, were referred to as 
“Equalization Schools.” 

The old Elba Rosenwald 
School was replaced with a 
new brick building in 1962. 
Most “equalization 
schools” in Alabama have
